EXCHANGES. 

In conclnsion of their joint 
remarks the Unofficial Members 
would strongly urge upon the 
Government the imperative 
necessity for discouraging th 
formation of prodoce Exchanges 
in this Colany. Such Exchanges 
come into existence for the mere 
purpose of gambling and 

eot intended to meet the 
egitimate requirements of trade 
and have been most strongly con- 
demned at the recent Meeting of 
the British Associated Chambers 
of Commerce at Shanghai, the 
following resolution having bean 
passed in regard to them :— 

“Toe Conference views with 
serious concera the estabtish- 
ment of a larze number of pro- 
duce and stock exchanges in 
Shanghai Is bag reason to be- 
lieve that the majazity are not 
founded to moet the legitimate 
requirements of Foreicn ard 
Chinese merchants engaged in 
trade in Shangbai, bul are enter- 
prises of aspeculative and yan- 
bling nature. and as such ares 
standing menace to the finan- 
cial stabitity of Shanghai. 
The Conference urges the 
Consular Body to co-operate with 
the Chinese Government by 
supporting the Municipal C unc 
in any steps taken fur the licens 
ing, registration snd contro! of 
these Exchanges.”

Plenty of capital would be 
forthcoming from private sources 
for the development of the waste 
land from Ua Longto Fanling and 
Taipo for the purpose of farmicg. 
building and industri] enter- 
i f greater facilities and 
gement weta giver to in- 
tending investors. A scheme, in 
which my Chinese colleague and 
Land several friends, by way of 
encenragement to new comers, 
hav» promised tosupport fina: cial 
ly, for reclaiming a large tract of 
submerged-and partially subrmo-rx 
ed land inacertain part of the 
New Territories for the purpose of 
growing paddy, which should 
suffice to meet all local demands 
for five or six months year, thu- 
rendering tiongkong lesa depend- 
ent on outside sources for the 
supply of rice, bas bven uader the 
consideration of the. Government 
for sazeral years. More than 
twelve months ago, we were led to. 
expect that a lease’ would be 
granted, but we have b-en 
waiting for this elusrve Ivase 
up to this very moment. Datloss 
a radical improvement is insro 
duced in dealing with applica 
tions for land in’ ‘the New 
Territ-ries, I fear that the 
development of the place world 
be slow, indeed. The scheme I 
Have mentione! should do much 
towards: the prosperity of the 
locality, in shat rice-mll-, 
veg table-fatme, fish-pords, and 
even village cottages for settlers 
coring from across the burder, 
would spring up in @ short space 
of time. While on this subject, 
ir, I should like to mer t.on that 
certain natives of the New 
Territories, who owned fand and 
houses »t the time when the 
place was taken over by Great 

ritai-, and who still own sach 
land and houses, have been much 
perturbed by certain -ramoure, 
which may or may not be true, 
that. the Government wouid 
shortly enforce:in the villazes in 
the Territories certain sections of 
the Pablic Health’ and Building 
Ordinence requiring the employ- 
ment of qualified architects and 
the submission of plans.

PUBLIC MORTUARY. 

I would now deal with the 
public mortuary at Shek-tong- 
tsui. For years the inhabitants 
of the netzhbourhood have. on 
account of thy unpleasant + dour 
and depressing sights, repeatedly 
asked the Government to bave 
it renoved. The last announce 
meantmade by the ttovermant waa 
that it was difficals to find a 
auitable site to remove it to, and 
that ag the cost of removal and 
rebuilding would be rather heavy, 
the apvlicants should bear a share 
of it Since then. many" more 
Chinesa buildings shave. been 
erected in the neighbourhood, 
and Laubmit thet, iffor no other 
reasons then that of pablic health 
alone, the mortuary should no 
tonger be allowed to remain 
where itis Thea tey when soli, 
shrvld sufficiently. compensat- 
for tha expinses invo'ved, a2 the 
value of land in that lec lity 
hag rise to more thagh §2 2 foo’, 
as compar -d,with: abou: af. mos!

With regard to Land Bales fhe 
Government was ask-d tadispose 
of land by private treaty in non- 
arban distriots and we were told 
that the Goreroment could not 
see their way to do so as they 
wanted taoblain the full value 
of the site, so I vanture to make 
a. further suggestiog which is 
thav’ original applicant for tbe 
land should have the option of 
purchasing the lot at the price 
at which it is eventually knocked 
down. I’believe this system 
abtains in Maczo. : 

THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 

With reference to the housing 
problem, I would ask the Govern- 
ment to give more asaistance to 
the prospective house bolder. At 
the close of your speech, Sir. 
wheo introdacing this Badget 
and touchi g on the housing 
problem you remarked :—" wide 
rosds, good draitiega, an adequate 
water supply, end cheap and 
efficiant means of transport are 
some of the ends in view.” Th: 
toad programme in ‘this. yoar's 
Budget-is a Siné ope and T admit 
that roads are the firsc considers- 
tior, but |. am_afrald. the. Govern- 
ment does not always behave 
sympathetically or co-operatis ly 
with regard to the other items 
vit: drainage, water supply and 
‘raasport. For’ instanca the 
Government will sell s site and 
make #@ stipulation sbout the 
water supply that either damns 
the whole schame or else it 
cauces intetise irritation to the 
building owser. I quite under- 
stand that the Goveramentcsnoat 
be expertad to run & water 
or drainage service to every 
trotted spot on woich 
some individual chooses to build, 
bot ¥ can quote a case in & 
district which the Government is 
fally aware ia going to be bailt 
over toa large extent, and where 
they bave undertaken to lay on 
the supply when they consider 
a pe suficiont saumber of 
houses are erected, yet thay rake 
the ownar spand over a thousand 
dollars io taking bis own pipe 
there to provide water for baild- 
ing purposes. That is neither 
sympathetic nor co-opsrative; 
theybave promised to provide the 
water 10 why notdo zo at once, 
and whilst speaking on the 
subject of water supply, I suggest 
to the Government tre laying of 
a pipe across the herbour at the 
earliest possihle moment to bring 
water from the main‘and. Only 
this year, in spite of the fact that 
we have had 16 inches rainfall 
above the average at the present 
time, the D. P. W.. at one time 
seriously contemplat-d potting 
certain districts on the rider 
mains, The supply of water from. 
the mainland is I believe io- 
exhausisle so the. eooner wr 
bring it across this side the 
better, 

Another grievance ag-ins’ the 
Government on behalf of te pro 
spsctive hous owner ix the upset 
price of land in outlying distric's 
that is to say for. pioneers. Cc) 
firnt lot sold ia Tsipo was sold at 

00 per ‘Acre, and that isa 


ay 

J take thie: opportunity to say 
afew words in copneation with 
the Deportation Ordinance, re- 
cently -ingrodaced and passed. 
Many Chinese view with alarm 
the possibitities of such an enact- 
meok Under it, any one, whatber 
he is w British sudjeot or not, is 
liable to departation by the man- 
date of the Exeentive. I do not 


exetcioed. The law, at it now 
stands, affects certain sections of 
the Chinese more than it does any 
ather people. more than even 
the English. for thay ¢an retaro 
to their native land. whereas the 
natives of Hongkong acd of the 
New Territories have their par- 
manent homes in these two places 
only, and wonld have cowhere 
elga to'go to, if forced out of the 
Colony. I submit this point for 
the favourable consideration of 
the Executive. so thst the libarty 
and livelihood of the native-born 
ot this Colony may ba better, 
ass rs 

In conclusion, Sir, L may 
mention that. the Chinese are 
now Sery keeu on opoaing more 
vernaculsr schoa:s tor the poorer’ 
clasy of Chinese childr-n Since 
the openingof the nan MoTemple 
achool by Your Excellence, many 
more schools have been founded 
allover the Colong but theiz com- 
boris still inadequate to meet the 
needa of the people. The grant 
fer suoh schools is boand to 
increasa in fature years. 


Hon. Mr. Bird’s Speech.

Japan in possession of the territory in Manchuria, excepting Sak- 
halien, a zone of influence to ba granted Japan in Mongolia, the opan 
door for China ta be proposed and the suppression of all zones of 
influence thera, arrangements being made for the improvement of 
Chinese railways by American capita. 

The noncontinuance of the AngloJapanese Treaty is also 
covered hy the American plans. Meantime delegates of cther 
nations preserve completa silence about the wiews they are likely 
to advance, awaiting the submission of definite susgestions by 
America and un indication on what line discussions will be followed. 
China’s attitide is arousing much curicsity, especially among the 
Japanese at Washington. who think it likely, in view of the internal 
disturbances in China, that her delegates will take up a strong at- 
titude as the beat means of uniting the opinions among the diferent 
factions, "There ia an impression, however, that Japan is not in- 
clined to go tro far in concessions, and the possibility is foreshadow- 
ad that the Conference will see extended discussions between these 
two countries. -- 

. The Procedure. ae 

After the electicn of o‘Bcers to the Washington Conference, two 
committees will be appointed, namely, an Armaments Committee, on 
which representatives of the five great Powers will sit, and the cther 
on the Far East, oa which other nations at the Conference will also 
be represented. The Conference will.then adjourn until November 
I5th to emub’e the committees t> reconcile any conflict of opinion 
regarding the scope of the Conference. “ 

French Delegates’ Satisfaction, . 

On November 1ith M. Briand and M. Viviani called by appoint- 
ment at the residence of Senator Ledge and conferred for an hour 
concerning the Conference. Brth Iter expressed satisfaction with 
the reautt. M. Wiviani said that the business of the ConZerence will 
be finished qaickly, adding “the main business will conclude on 
December 12th, although details must be worxed cut by experts Iater.” 

‘M. Briand said he entered the Conferenze carnestly d2sirous tc 
reach a common understanding that would give the werld peace of 
mind instead of armed peace. He saw no reason why they shoald 
not separate a few weeks after dedning how the interests of one 
bacame the interesta of all. 

Japan Confident. 

: The Japanese delegation, in an oficial statement to-day, says: 
“Japan appreaches the Conference confident that it will succeed and 
sure that a foundation will be laid for international agreement 
which will make limitation of armaments 2 simple matter. Japan. 
in commen with other countries, demands relief from the burden of 
armaments threatening to strangle her industrial development. The 
Japanese delegstion is therefcre prepared to join other nations in 
any just palicy that may remove -aisunderstanding and in any pre- 
gramme of arms limitation that assures our natisnal security. We 
are sure of our position and ready to let it speak for itself. We want 
the world to learn our position from the Canference itself and form 
its own jadgmest,” 

. A Worthy Prelude to Conference Labours. 

The British delegation, is q statement, says, “The stately impres- 
sive symbolism of America’s mourning her sons and daughters dead 
in the cBuge of liberty, has deeply moved the hearts of their British 
comrade’, They regard it as a worthy prelude to the labours of the 
Conference, ta which the British Empire delegation, representing 
all parts of the British Empire, look for aid in the task of extrizating 
the world from the unhappy conditions tuto which war has plunged it, 
acd making peace secured at so great a cost the inzlienable herit- 
age of mankind.” 

Delicate Position of British Delegation- 

Tae position of the Britisn delegation appears most delicate. 
probable that Britzin will declare herself the friend of 
but the ally of Japan. If certain American circles ever 
planned to prevent the renewal of the Anglo-Japanese Alliance, this 
hope can never be realised; but there is a tendency in influential 
British quarters to restrict the scope of the Alliance by defining 
clearly the circumstances wherein it might be exercised. The cor- 
respondent asserts that the American delegation intehds to submit 
to the Conference a plan for naval disarmament, which will include 
a special Anglo-Japanes2-American convention, pledging the parties 
not tc undertake any naval construction within a given period except 
to replace obsolete ships; and also undertaking that Japan and the 

United States will not fortify their respective Pacific territories. 

Hope Rather Than Confidence. 

London, Nov, 12. 

Hope for the happy wutcome cf the Washington Conference, 
rather than confident expectation, is the keynote of sentiments ex- 
pressed by to-day’a leader writers. Civilisation, they declare, is at 
she crossroads, bus satisfacticn !s extracted from the fact that the 
great military dutocracies of recent times are in ruins. While the voice 
of Democracy will rule at Washington, a warning is issued against 
exaggerated anticipations of what the Conference is likels.to be able 
to accomplish, in view of the vast practical issues of the most varied 


and embarrassing character demanding attention. .

Mr. Hughes, the head of the American delegation, ontlined the 
naval limitation plan for a naval shipbuilding holiday, involving the 
abandonment cf all building programmes and the scrapping of the 
oldar ships of the present navies. , ce 

: ‘ Later. 

Mr. Hughes, outlining the American naval limitation plan, laid 
down fonr general principles. Firstly, the abandonment of all 
capital ships on the building programme, actual or projected; 
secondly, the serapping of certain older ships; thirdly, generally 
speaking, regard should be had to the existing naval strength of 
Powers conterned; Fourthly, capital ship tonnage should be used as 
a measurement of the strength of navies and a proportionate allow- 
ane of auxiliary combatant craft should be prescribed. 

Under this proposal Britnin would cease the construction af. 
four new ships ef the Hood type, scrap all her second first Hine battle- 
ships to the George V. class; Japan would abandon plans for twe 
battleships and foor battle cruisers, not yet laid down serap three 
capital ships and four battle cruisers, building, and all ten dread-

battleships, new building, and fifteen older battleships. : 

_ Asa replacement programme, Mr. Hughes proposed that no

Within three months after the agreement, the naval establish- 
ment of Britain will consist of 22 ships, the United States 18, Jspart 
10.'- The tstal tonnage of each of the Powers in cruisers, flctilla 
leaders and destroyers would be: Britain and the United States each 
459,000 tens; Japan 270,000 tona. The British and United States 
submarine total will each be 90,000 tons and Japan’s 40,000, The 
total neroplane carriers allowed ta British and the United States 
will each be 80,000 tons, and to. Japan 438,000. 

No Grvernment whose whole present tonnage exceeds the pre- 
seribed limit would be required to serap the excess until replace 
ments have begun. Cruisers cf seventeen years old would. be re 
placed by new constructions. Similarly destroyers, flotilla leaders 
and submarines would be replaced when twelve years old and sero- 
plane carriers when tweaty. The limitation of aercplane eomstruc-

General Secretary Chosen. 

Mr. Jonna W. Garrett, ex-United States Minister at The Hague. 
has been chosen as General Secretary of the Disarmament Con- 
ference. In the ccurse of his address, Mr. Hughes explained that 
the Conference was restricted to the principsI Powers because they , 
mainly control the armament of the world and are able to Emit it. 
It was recognised, however, that other Powers were interested in 
the Far East, hence the invitation to Belzium, China, Netherlands. 
and Portugal. . 

He declared that the inclusion of the proposal to discuss the 
Pacific and Far Eastern, questions was not in order to embarrass the 
agreement for limitation of armaments but to support the onder- 
taking by an endeavour to reach a common understanding as regards 
principles and pclicies to be followed in the Far East, and thus 
greatly diminish, and if possible wholly remove, the diseernible 
sources of controversy. oo 

. "The Sacrifices Compared. / 

Mr. Hughes recalled the ex-Kaiser’s threat to decline to parti- 
cipate in a proposed disarmament conference when it was suggested 
by Mr. Eliha Reot sixteen years ago. : 

Mr. Hughes showed that the proposals. as they affected the 
United States would mean scrapping six battle cruisers, seven 
battleships on the ways and two battleships launched. The trtal 
tonnage of the new capital ships when completed wiuld he’ 618,000, 
and the total tonnage cf the older battleships to be scrapped, up to- 
hut not including the Delaware and North Dakta would exceed 
239,009. It’was proposed that Britain should discontinue the ech- 
struction of fur ships of the Hood type, displacing 172,000 tons, and 
with nineteeen other capital ships to be scrapped, her total tonnaze 
reduction would be 382,000. It was proposed’ that Japzn should 
abandin the programme of ships laid down, inelnding’ efght “battle- 
ships and four cruisers.

REMISSION OF U.S. TAXES FOR 
PHILIPPINE RESIDENTS.

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THE CARDS ON THE TABLE. 


The United States cards are on the table, at least in 
respect of the first hand, and an impressive showing is 
presented to the eves of the world. Surprise, and also, 
we believe. ¢ratification, will he widespread at the extensive 
character ef the proposuls tubled by the conveners of the 
Conference. It is reported, aud is not difficult to eredit, 
that all the delegates recard them as far more, sweeping 
than was anticipated. . The exact words of the report are 
that “the proposals are more drastic and far more severe 
than was expected.” .Of drastic character they are, which 
is surely their virtue; why they should be spoken as 
“severe,” a term of depreciation. is not quite manifest. 
But there appears to’be unanimity of opinion. according 
to Reuter. that the proposals will form a splendid basis 
for discussion, and cna preliminary view we think this 
impression will be generally shared. ; 

Restriction of future prograinines with possibly some 
Modification ef curreat programmes was the common line 
of expectation: few thought the United States would go so 
faras tu recommend the scrapping of tonnage building 
or launched. The American delegation has laid down a 
bold plan—the abandonment of all capital ships on the 
building programme. avtual or projected: the scrapping of 
certain older ships; and capital sbip tonnage to be taken 
as the criterion for the allowance of ausiliary craft. It 
is also proposed that general regard should be had to the 
existing paval streazths of the Puwers. No doubt the last 
two points will evoke pleuty of discussion as well as the 
first two. Speaking generally. we may say that the 


Washington Administration has done well to provide so 
bread a basis. hen the extent and duration of this 
suspension go hevend the hupes of the pacificists. who bad 
spoken of a period such us two years, whereas America 
Proposes 2 cessation uf eapital-ship building for a decade. 
A few mouths ago the Admiralty decided upon four 
ships of the Eicod type upon the assutuption that. the Con- 
ference would not abandin existing tonnage. This. a» we 
have seen. is now proposed tobe done. Britain is invited 
to discontinue this building. and to abandon all her second 
line ships, and also those of the first-line to the George V. 
class, which are the older of those ships. Uncle ain in 
turn makes the handsome offer to scrap fifteen battleships 
now building anda like numberof older battleships. - It 
. Femains to be seen how far this meets the Admiralty’s 
view regarding post-Jutland tonnage, which after all must 
be regarded as the primary standard. The American pro- 
posal for an eventual half million tons in capital ships as 
the standard for the United States and Britain means the 
abandonment of our traditional role of Mistress of the 
Seas, but the First Lord announced a year ago the Govern- 
» ment’s acquiescence in an equality standard, so that the 
proposal rans on the British lines. Japan is invited to 
depart from the eight-and-eight programme, as she has 
signified der willingness to do, by making substandtial cuts 
in her bnilding and projected programmes, besides 
, Scrapping older ships, the eventual limit in capital tonnage 
to be fixed at 60 per cent. of the American and British 
standard. The sacrifice appears, broadly, to follow a pro 
rate scheme, with the ultimate tounage doing full justice to 
" Nippon’s present.efficient feet. Of coursa, it has heen a 
contention of Japan that her building. has been held up, 
but on approzimate figures the eastern empire has been 
fairly done by. From the keen discussion that will doubt- 
less ensue we shall probably obtain some illuminating 
sidelights upon the respective standpoints. At first sight 
gue receives the impression that Washington is in'sarnest.
